Refusal of Former Secre- 
tary of Interior To Sell 
Oil Cost Board Millions 
in Price.

Washington, May 28.—Officers of 
the fleet corporation told the house 
committee investigating the shipping 
board today that Albert B. Fall, as 
seeretary of the interior in July, 1922, 
had refused to renew a contract with 
the board for purchase of government 
royalty oil in Montana and Wya- 
ming, thereby forcing it to obtain its 
oii elsewhere, entailing a loss of mil- 
liens of dollars, 

The testimony was given by Joseph 
I. Sheedy, vice-president, and M. B. 
Rrown, manager of purchases and sup- 
plies of the fleet corporation, in re- 
sponse to questions. The latter de- 
elared that “every argument at the 
beard’s command” was brought to bear 
upon Mr. Fall, who, subsequently, 
committee members brought out, en- 
tcred into a contract with the Sinclair 
interests for purchase of the oil. 

Payne Signed Contract. 

The contract, at the time Fall re- 
fused to renew it, Bowen testified, 
had been enforced since May 1920, 
when it was entered into through ne- 
gotiation with the interior depart- 
ment when John Barton Payne was 
secretary. 

Approximately $5,800,000 was saved 
by the board, during the life of the 
contract, Bowen said. In response 
to questions by Representative Line- 
berger, republican, California, Mr. 
Sheedy, who occasionally prompted 
the witness with the committee's per- 
mission, estimated a further saving of 
about $38,000,000 a year would have 
acerued to the board, bad the con- 
tract been continued, 

Sinclair Men Sat In. 

Pressed for the reasons that guided 
Fall indeclining to extend the con- 
tract, Bewen said that the former 
interior secretary told him he desired 
te enter into a contract with “‘some- 
ene other than the one company which 
was operating in the Salt Creek field, 
which was the Midwest Refining Com- 
pany.” 

The witness admitted,

tween board officials and Fall for the

By practically unanimous yote, the 
state democratic executive committee, 
meeting at the Kimball house Wed- 
nesday, decided to return, for this 
fall’s political campaign, to the old 
system of county autonomy in the 
selection of delegates to the state con- 
vention to name a governor and other 
statehouse officials. 


Under the rulest adopted Wednes- 
day, the selection of each county's 
delegates, who shall number twice as 
many as that county's representation 
in the statehouse of representatives, 
is Jeft entirely in the hands of the 
county executive committee, with the 
proviso that those selected shall be 
from among the friends of the suc- 
cessful candidate in that county for 
the governorship, and shall have sup- 
ported and yoted for him in his race. 


These rules for the selection of 
delegates differ from those adopted 
in the presidential preference pri- 
maries this spring, when it is claimed, 
delegates to the convention in At- 
lanta were named by a small group 
of the headquarter’s workers for Wil- 
liam G. McAdoo, acting on credentials 
given them by Mr. McAdoo himself. 
This was in line with the rules adopt- 
ed for that primary, which specified 
that the winning candidate should 
name all delegates to the state con- 
vention himself, ' . 

June 21 was set as the cate for 
closing of entries in the various raceg 
this vear. The primaries will be 
held September 10, as provided by the 
Niell primary law.

By the first anniversary 
of Wilson’s death the number will be 
well above 250,000, within a few thou- 
sands of the number who visited the 
Washington monument last year. 

“They are just plain, ordinary peo- 
ple from all parts of the United 
States,’ Thomas H. Watson, head 
verger of the cathedral said. 

“Some of them are poorly dressed 
but persons of apparently great 


sons are likely to be present. Always 
she brings flowers. 

Tears are not uncommon about the 
unmarked slab in the chapel floor 
beneath which lies Wilson’s body. To 
tne right of it is a simple memorial 
plaque bearing the name: “Woodrow 
\vilson” and the years of his birth 
end death. 

Patriotic and other societies often 
come to the cathedral officially to 
mark their sorrow but the most touch- 
ing incidents:are not to be found in 
these set pilgrimages. 

Ex-service men are prominent 
cmong those who come to the tomb 
vt the late commander-in-chief.

Fan- 
nie eyed the boy wistfully. She was' 
so sure the judge would give her the 
child without further delay, that she 
wept a little when she learned she 
would have to wait.

Washington, May 28.—The first 
step to bring the U. S. navy up to 
the full treaty ratio has been taken 
with passage by the house of the bill 
appropriating $150,000,000 to build 
eight new cruisers and six river gun- 
boats and to recondition six first-line 
battleships. 

The bill was passed Wednesday 
night by a vote of 166 to 138 after it 
had been debated all day. 

A few hours before, President Cnpol- 
idge signed the regular naval appro- 
priation bill which contains a _ rider 
requesting him to call a new arms 
limitation conference. 


International Note Dominant. 


The international note figured cen- 
stantly in the prolonged diseussion: 

1. The argument was presented 
that the U. 8. must have a large navy 
if it is to exert a commanding influ- 
ence in any future naval limitation 
conference. 

2. The president would be au- 
thorized in an amendment to the bill 
to suspend the building program it 
provides in the event of a further in- 
ternational conference. 

3. The house defeated an effort to 
raise the elevation of guns on 12 first- 
line ships, it being argued that this 
would violate the present naval limi- 
tations treaty.

_ Nick Walker, 37 years old, shot 
early Wednesday night by bis brother, 
Wade Walker, 50, with three of the 
latter's daughters and a boardef at 
the house as helpless witnesses, 
is near death at Grady hospital. 
Police are holding Wade Walker 
without bond pending the out- 
come of his brother’s conditign. 

The shooting occurred, according to 
the elder Walker, when his brother 
came to their home at 79 Ponders 
avenue, in an intoxicated condition, 
threatening to kill the three girls, 
his mother, Mrs. L. J. Walker, and 
his brother. Wade Walker claims 
he acted in self-defense. After shoot- 
ing his brother he notified the police 
station and Grady hospital. 

Physicians at Grady state that 
there is practically no chance for re- 
covery of the wounded man, as the 
bullet entered behind the right ear, 
ranging upward, and is imbedded iy 
the brain. In the man’s present con- 
dition, an operation or probe for the 
bullet will mean certain death, and 
doctors are ferced to wait further de- 
velopments before operating, it is 
stated, 

Elder Is Motorman. 

Wade Walker, a motorman on the 
Marietta car line, was arrested at 
his home as he was dressing, he said, 
preparatory to going to police sta- 
tion to surrender himself, Call Of- 
ficers W. A. Chewning and A. F. 
Duncan, sugjmoned to the home, found 
the wounded man on the ground a 
short distance from the front door of 
the house, 

“He told me, ‘Damn you, we'll set- 
tle this argument now. I'll get you 
or you'll get me,” Wade Walker 
sobbed to police, claiming that the 
shooting occurred when his brother 
reached for his revolver after being 
reprimanded for cursing and using 
obscene language at the dinner table. 

According to the elder Walker, his 
brother came to Wade's house to live 
several months ago. “He came home 
drunk at about 5 o’clock Wednesday 
afternoon,” he stated, “and began 
abusing me and my family as soon as 
he got there, I reprimanded him for 
drinking and finally got him quieted 
down. 

“However, when he sat down at the 
table he again used objectionable Jan- 
guage and when I attempted to quiet 
him, he became more abusive and 
threatened to shoot me.

87 and 38 of the discipline of 1922, 
which are as follows: 

“ ‘387—The bishops, or a majority of 
the annual conferences shall have au- 
thority to call a genera) conference at 
any time, if they considered it neces- 


sary. 

“ *38—When a general conference is 
ealled, it shall be constituted of the 
delégates elected to the preceding gen- 
eral conference, except when an an- 
nual conference shall prefer to have a 
new election.’ 

Are Only Authority. 

“These paragraphs, 37 and _ 38, 
which alone of all the contents of our 
book of discipline refer to the author- 
ity of the bishops to call an extra ses- 
sion of the general conference, are 
a part of the constitution of the gen- 
eral conference, 

“They were passed by the general 
conference of 1866, but they were not 
referred to the annual conferences for 
approval, nor does the record show 
that they were passed by a two-thirds 
vote of the general conference, by 
which vote amendments to the consti- 
tution must be adopted. 

These facts were laid before the 
general conference in 1914 in a re- 
port prepared by a committee on the 
constitution of which Bishop Alpheus 
W. Wilson was the chairman, which 
report was approved unanimously by 
the college of bishops before it was 
submitted to the general ccnference. 


Doubt Validity of Action. 


“The report recommended that the 
general conference consider the mat- 
ter and make the amendments in a 
constitutional manner: but no action 
was taken upon this portion or any 
other part of the report. Hence the 
doubts which have been raised con- 
cerning the constitutional validity ot 
these paragraphs. 

“However, if their constitutionality 
were conceded, in our judgment; sup- 
ported by concurring opinions of 
many of the ablest lawyers in the 
church, these paragraphs do not au- 
thorize the bishops to call 2 specie! 
session of the general conference at 


of 


_.| any time which would deprive the an- 


nual conferences of their righ. to the 
preceding general conference or to 
have a new election if they should so 
‘prefer.’ 

“In a matter of so great importanc? 
as the proposed plan of unification, 
the rights of the annual conferences 


and carefully protected. 

“Moreover, we could not and do 
not see any reason for such a hasty 
assembling of the general conference 
July 2, 1924. Our preachers and 
people have a right to more time for 
examination and consideration of the 
plan. 

No Reason for Haste. 


“The resolution of the general con- 
ference of 1922, undertaking ‘to au- 
thorize and instruct the bishops’ to 
call an extra session in a certain con- 
tingency as its terms show, does not 
require such haste. It is as follows: 

“ ‘Instead of the joint consideration 
proposed, we recommended a special 
session of the general conference o£ 
our church, when a plan for unifica- 
tion is indorsed by a two-thirds vote 
of each commission and approved by 
the general cor:ference of the Metho2- 
ist Episcopal church, then our college 
of bishops-is empowered snd instruct: 
ed to call the special session. of our 
general conference.’ 


“We have not had any disposition 
to defeat or needlessly delay the pur- 
nose of this resolution. 
a motion was made in the college of 
bishops by two of our number that the 
special session be set for the first 
Wednesday in May, 1925. 


Want Simple Justice. 

“We believe this date, if it had been 
adopted, would have escaped all legal 
difficulties; would have accorded the 
annual conference their rights, and 
would have done simply justice to 
them. It would also have given proper 
time for deliberate consideration of the 
proposed plan of unification by all our 
ureachers and people. 

“We must assume that the general 

conference of 1922, by the resolution 
which has been quoted, did not intend 
to instruct the bishops to do any ille- 
gal or unjust act. 
“We believe that the calling of the 
extra session of the general conference 
on the first Wednesday in May, 1925, 
would have more truly carried out the 
resolution of the general conference 
of 1922 than will the date fixed by 
© majority of the bishops—namely, 
July 2, 1924—which date is but a 
little more than forty days from this 
time. 

“We are sure it would have been in 
keeping with the law of the churcn 
and in harmony with the rights of the 
annual conferences, 

“We cannot in good conscience ap- 
prove a call the date of which, as we 
believe, violates law and does the an- 
nual conferences grave injustice by 
depriving them of their rights under 
naragraph 38.

Led br 
Bryan, the - fundamentalists hal 
planned to have the report reviewed 
and through effecting a parliamentary 
victory, open the way to obtaining 
condemnation of Dr. Fosdick and his 
pulpit utterances. 

Vote Was 504 to 311. 

The Rev. Mark Mathews, of 
Seattle, one of the militant funda- 
mentalists, a member of the group 
which had been trying to have thie 
Presbyterian assembly defive what 
clergy and members should preach 
and believe, moved that the case be 
opened to review by the assembly. 
Heated debate followed, with pre- 
tracted discussions finally ending in a 
storm of demands for a vote. 

Only 311 commissioners voted for 
the review, while voted against 
reopening the case and in support of 
the judiciary commision’s action. 

Although unwilling to talk for pub- 
lication, several fundamentalist lead- 
ere admitted that they were woe gy 
over the action of the assembly in 
virtually inviting Dr. Fosdick to be- 
come a Presbyterian minister and in 
allowing him to continue preaching in 
a Presbyterian pulpit. :

CHATTANOOGA HIT 
TWICE IN DAY. 

Chattanooga, Tenn. May 28.—A 
windstorm of terrific fury, accompa- 
nied by hail and rain, descended on 
Chattanooga this afternoon at 4 
o'clock, uprooting trees, wrenching off 
limbs and flooding downtown streets 
to the depth of several inches. A res- 
idence was struck by lightning during 
the gale and a woman was knocked 
down but escaped serious injury. An 
automobile was picked up bodily by 
the wind and carried across the street. 
The hailstones were the largest to fall 
in this section for some time, and it is 
believed much damage was done to 
gardens and other vegetables.

The state convention was called to 
meet at Macon on October &, unless 
a runover primary is necessary.

Contests must be filed within ten 
days of the date of the primary and 
are to be heard by county executive 
cammittees, which must report the 
result to the state committee. 

The resolution adopting these and 
other rules for the primary was intro- 
duced by Hiram I. Gardner, of 
Fatonton, as a substitute for a resolu- 
tion offered by William Butts, of 
Blue Ridge, which set the date for 
the convention on October 1, and for 
closing of entry lists on July 1. Mr. 
Butts later withdrew hfSs resolution. 

Entrance Fees Set.

S. senate, and at S125 
for candidates for state house offices 
and for places on the supreme court 
and court of apypeals. 

County executive committees will

In a short debate on the clause of 
the resolution providing the county 
executive committees shall name the 
delegates to the state convention. 
Fermor Barrett, of Toccoa, appealed 
for a return to the old system in 
Georgia.

There was little debate on the is- 
sue, the vote being unanimous with 
the possible exception of one or two 
who, if they did vote nay, did it so 
softly it could scarcely be heard. 

Chairman G. FE. Maddox was un- 
able to be present. A telegram from 
him was read, saying he was detained 
in Rome by some court cases which 
could not be postponed. In his ab- 
isence, Vice Chairman J, B. Daniel, of 
LaGrange, took the chair. 

There was considerable interest in 
ithe resolution declaring that state 
senators and county representatives 
must be nominated at the forthcoming 
primary, since a few counties nomi- 
nated these candidates at the spring 
primary for presidential preference. 
The resolution will allow any who now 
desire to enter these races up to 
June 21. 

Convass Results September 11. 

The resolution fixing rules for the 
fall primaries provides the county ex- 
jecutive committees shal] meet Sepiem- 
'ber 11, the day following the primary, 
to eanvass and declare the result. In 
event of a tie, it is provided the del- 
egation to Macon shall be divided be- 
tween the two tied candidates for the 
gubernatorial nomination. 

Much gratification was expressed in 
political circles, after the meeting 
Wednesday, at the dante of closing ot 
entry lists.

Butler, President Coolidge’s personal 
political representative, held a series 
of conferences with party leaders 
lasting all day Wednesday, but was 
unable to reach any agreement as to 
who should put Coosidge in nomina- 
tion, who should be permanent chair- 
man, or who should be the preferred 
choice for the vice presidential nomi- 
nation. 

Butler conferred many times by 
telephone with the white house, and 
Coolidge’s personal secretary, E, ‘TT’. 
Clark, was in Butler’s ‘suite part of 
the day. Charles D. Hilles, national 
committeeman from New York; Rep- 
resentative Burton, of Ohio, tem- 
porary chairman, and a number of 
republican senatora were consulted. 

An effort was made to have Her- 
bert Hadley, former governor of Mis- 
souri, place Coolidge in nomination, 
but it was discovered that Hadley 
must preside at commencement exer- 
cises on the same day Coolidge would 
he nominated at Cleveland. 

Herbert Hoover, secretary of com- 
r/tce, was mentioned as vice presi- 
dential possibility, but late in the day 
he issued @ statement saying “there 
is nothing to the discussion of the 
vice presidency in connection with 
myself-—-I am nowise a candidate,”

This was the first @me, Britten de- 
clared, that he knew Butler was going 
to oppose elevation of guns. The two 
men engaged in a heated word duel, 
while democrats laughed.

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ORDERS TRIAL ON 


Cleveland, May 28.—The trial] of 
the Rt. Rev. William M. Brown, who 
is facing a court of Protestant Epis- 
copal bishops on charges of teaching 
tenets not held by the church, failed 
today to get beyond the technical 
stage. 

At one point it had progressed so 
far ‘hat Charles Dibble, of Kalama- 
zoo, Mich., church advocate, had 
made a brief opening statemeni of 
what he expected to show in the way 
of testimony. But before he could 
call his first witness the court re- 
cessed for luncheon and after that in- 
terval first a temporary indisnosition 
of the defendant, then a fresh tech- 
nical bombardment by his attorneys, 
halted progress. 

Would Poll Bishops. 

Earlier in the day three motio=s 
and a demurrer by the defense d 
been overruled. 

Tonight the case is awaiting de 
cision of a mation for indefinite con- 
tinuance, based upon the defendant’s 
desire to collect depositions from all 
bishops of the church. 

The situation arose at che start of 
the afternoon session. Joseph W. 
Sharts, Dayton, attorney for the bish- 
op, announced his client had suffered 
reaction from heart stimulants and 
would be unable to appear for half 
an hour. He then presented the mo- 
tion for continuance and a two-hour 
recess was ordered while the attor- 
neys prepared arguments. 

Bishop Brown had recovered suf- 
ficiently to attend court when it re- 
convened. His counsel meanwhile 
had perfected the wording of its mo- 
tion, 


Evidence Questioned. 


This recited that a request had 
been madé on Bishop Murray, of 
Maryland. president of the court, a 
month before the trial began, for the 
appointment of commissioners to 
take depositions from defense wit- 
nesses for whom summons had been 
issued without effect. It added that 
al} the witnesses resided outside of 
Ohio and that the defense had no 
way of procuring their attendance. 

The argument revolved around the 
right of the court to know in ad- 
vance what testimony the defense 
wished to adduce from the witnesses 
in order that it might determine 
whether the testimony was admissible 
if the witnesses were present. Mr. 
Sharts resisted this, but finally 
agreed to furnish an affidavit setting 
forth this point, reserving objection 
to the legality of the procedure. 

Bishop Murray announced that the 
court, on the advice of the lay asses- 
sors, Henry D. Harlan, dean of law 
at the University of Maryland, and 
Charles Inglis, Cleveland attorney, 
held that the granting of a continu- 
ance was a matter within the dis- 
cretion of the court and that there- 
fore it might require the specification 
as to expected testimony as a ground- 
work for its ultimate decision on the 
question. 

It was pointed out that to grant the 
request of the defense would put on 
record the members of the house of 
bishops, the ultimate appeal court. 

The original request for deposi- 
tions 4vas made for opinions from 
every Bishop in the church, including 
the bishops of southern Brazil and 
the. Hawaiian Islands, It embraced 
327 questions, ranging from what 
changes had been made in church 
doctrine in the past 300 years to 
whether the whale swallowed Jonah 
and later cast him up on land, 

Predictions as to the time neces- 
sary to take testimony in the case 
ranged from 30 minutes to three 
hours. ‘The latter was the estimate 
of the church-advocate. "The defense 
attorneys offered the shorter estimate, 
frankly admitting that it was their 
intention to prolong the proceedings 
on every possible technical ground. 
They said the meeting was to “es- 
tablish a precedent and make this 
the last heresy trial in church his- 
tory.”

Washingtor, May 28.—The pre- 
posed constitutional amendment pro- 
hibiting child labor, already passed 
by the house, was assailed in the sen- 
ate today by Senator Fletcher, demo- 
crat, Florida, on economic and con- 
stitutional grounds.

At a meeting of the state demo- 
cratic executive committee in At- 
lanta Wednesday—remarkable for 
its harmony—the rules adopted for 
the September primary and the sub- 
sequent state convention placed the 
party in Georgia back into the 
house of the fathers, and vindicated, 


by unanimous action, the position 


_of The Constitution in opposition 


to. the wholly undemocratic rules 
adopted in Janu:ry to govern the 
presicaitial primary of April, and 
its subsequent convention. 

The rules adopted in January 
placed exclusively in the hands of 
the successful candidate, or his 
agents, the naming of the delegates 
ta the convention from all tue coun- 
ties, including those carried by un- 
successful candidates, and without 
necessary reference to or consulta- 
tion with the county committees in 
the respective counties, or even the 
friends and supporters of the suc- 
cessful candidates in the various 
counties. 

How this rule was subsequently 
employed, by which local voice in 
the selection of delegates was com- 
pletely ignored, and county au- 
tonomy, which is the basic principle 
of representative democracy, was 
abrogated by the secret mauipula- 
tions of a small group in Atlanta, is 
now political history. It is water 
that has passed over the wheel, and 
no good purpose can be served by 
calling further attention to it here. 

It is satisfaction enough to know 
that the state committee, in so 
short a time—even earlier than The 
Constitution had dared to hope— 
saw and recognized the error it had 
made and completely repaired it, 
without protest or a dissenting 
vote. 

Indeed one of the committeemen 
publicly acknowledged the former 
mistake of the committee, in offer- 
ing the new rule for adoption. 

As adopted, and as will govern 
the next state convention, the dele- 
gates will be appointed by each 
county committee from among the 
friends and supporters of candidates 
receiving the unit of that county. 

This is in substance, if indeed 
not in its complete text, the old 
“rule nine,”” which had been a tra- 
ditional policy of the democratic 
party in Georgia until, most ‘unfor- 
tunately, it was abrogated in Jan- 
uary. 


rious primaries as nearly as is feasi- 
ble and wise. 

Georgia’s annual assembly, and 
the almost unending primary cam- 
paigns, of one kind and another, are 
the most disturbing factors to the 
economic welfare of the state. 

They create an unrest, an uneasi- 
ness, a disturbing of time that 
should be devoted to more con- 
structive things—all to such an ex- 
tent that the state suffers from too 
gnuch politics as does no other state 
in this union. 

The 1924 session of the assembly 
will convene in 30 days. It has the 
opportunity to reconstruct Geor- 
gia’s political system, and that with- 
out delay as constitutional amend- 
ments can be voted on in Novem- 
ber. 

The strengthening of the primary 
laws as suggested, the biennial ses- 
sion, and the four-year single term 
for governor, with an improved and 
stable tax system, will put this state 
back into its rightful place, in 
economics, industry, agriculture and 
education, in less than five years. 

Thus, and thus only, can it be- 
come a leader instead of a trailer, 
as it is today.

P. Park, of the Ocmulgee circuit, 
made request of the officers that 
the identification of the bootlegger, 
who sold the young men “hootch’’ 
that would so sear their moral 
senses and fire their brutal pas- 
sions as to make them capable of 
such an offense, be established, and 
declared he would make him an 
“accessory to the crime,” in addi- 
tion to the ordinary charge of vio- 
lating the prohibition laws. 

The purpose of this comment fs 
first to again emphasize the trail 
of crime and sorrow that is left by 
the “white lightning’ that is so 
freely sold and consumed in Geor- 
gia, and everywhere; and, second, 
to commend the action of Judge 
Park, and urge that every trial 
judge in Georgia make the boot- 
legger accessory to any crime that 
is committed through the effects of 
the concoctions that he passes on 
to the patronizing public. 

If this is done rigidly, bootleg- 
ging will be materially minimized in 
this state. 

Today it is one of the outstand- 
ing evils, and an ever-present men- 
ace to the morals as well as to the 
lives and limbs of those who drink 
the craze-creating brew, and a 
menace to society in which the 
brain-bewildered hootch drinkers 
mingle. 
These young men would not, in 

reasonable possibility, have 
committed the crime which they

The reestablishment of democracy 
must not stop at this, 
Other committees in the future, 
seeing some purpose to serve, may 
abrogate this democratic rule again, 
and thus again set up an autocracy 
that, unchecked, will threaten the

tem. 

The legislature should seal the 
question with a legal mandate. It 
is not wse to encumber the primary 
laws any more than is necessary, 
but experience has now forcibly 
taught the necessity for legislative 
action in this matter, otherwise it 
is np idle prediction to say that 
sooner or later the primary system 
in Georgia will be thrown into the 
scrap heap. 

Not alone should the legislature 
enact “rule nine,” or its substance, 
thereby preserving the principles of

The “Greater Georgia Tech” is be- 
ing worked out by Dr. Brittain and 
the board of trustees so that already 
the new buildings and new activities 
are beginning to appear on the North 
avenue eampus. 

Extension of the campus iteelf, Dr. 
Brittain tells me, was, considered the 
most pressing need of all. 

Almost the entire block east of 
Grant field has been purchased at a 
cost of $48,000. Half of this has 
Already been paid, and the remaining 
annual, paymepts will be met as they 
fall due. 

The physics building was the first 
new structure erected. It was com- 
pleted in January of this year at a 
cost of $188,000. The necessary fur- 
nishings and apparatus required an 
additional investment of $12,000. “We 
have, therefore,” said Dr. Brittain, 
“this handsome addition on the corner 
of Third and Cherry streets at a-total 
cost of $200,000. One hundred and 


fifty thousand of this came from the 


Carnegie corporation, and the remain- 
der from other Greater Tech funds,” 

The foundry has been outgrown 
through the increase in numbers of the 
student body. Accordingly, a twenty- 
five-foot extension of this building was 
undertaken in February. It -will be 
completed by summer at a cost of 
$5,000, and will add much-needed 
space to this work of the school. 

Knowles dormitory needs repair and 
improvement. The trustees have au- 
thorized these at a cost not to exceed 
$10,000. This will add bath-room fa- 
cilities, and permit painting and other 
needed repairs at this, ancient and 
time-worn structure. 


All of these needed improvements 


| have been made possible through the 


Greater Tech campaign, and but for 
this splendid aid, Georgia Tech could 
not have been able to accommodate 
scveral of the new classes and instruc- 
tors. Much of this work ie not spec- 
tacular, but is nevertheless just as nec- 


essary as any great building. 
- . + 


The new ceramic building will re- 
quire and receive some help from the 
Greater Tech funds, though the new 
department has been established by 
those connected with this great in- 
dustry. 

Dr. Brittain showed me the list of 
those who have provided the nearly 
$40,000 necessary to «tart this project 
for the development of a great Geor- 
gia industry. Aside from the mainte- 
nance appropriation from the state 
avd $10,000 from Fulton county, the 
entire amount has come, almost spon- 
taneously, from interested citizens of 
Georgia.

Besides, Grant field needs enlarge- 
ment, though this is more particularly 
the work of the athletic association 
rather than that of the trustees. 

Unmistakable is the great value of 
the Greater Tech campaign to the 


school. With no legislative appropria- - 


tions for buildings for several years 
past, progress would have been im- 
possible but for the fine manner in 
which the friends and alumni of 
Georgia Tech have rallied to its aid. 
Less than one-fourth of the subscrip- 
tions have matured and been paid, 
and yet fine progress has been shown. 
Within the next two years, when the 
funds are all in hand, the additions 
and improvements will be even 
greater. 


And, while all of this sounds good 
and is good, does it not make us, as 
Georgians, ashamed of ourselves when 
we reflect that this and other so- 
called “‘state institutions’—great and 
indespensable in our day and time— 
must depend upon private resources, 
upon charity, because the state can- 
not, in its present financial status, 
equip and maintain them?

Iodin in Table Salt. 
Simple goitre is endemic in Michi- 
gan, Ohio, Illinois, Minnesota, West 
Vriginia, Oregon, and in some cities 


half the school children have simple 
goitre, the girls being slightly more 
frequently affected than the boys, In 
a recent survey in Wexford County, 
Michigan, 1,282 out of 2,921 girls 
were found affected with goitre, and 


934 out of 1,963 boys showed thyroid 
enlargement. In the city of Cadillac, 
in Wexford County, 50.4 per cent of 
the 2.247 boys and girls examined 
showed thyroid enlargement. The 
water supply of the city of Cadillac 
shows a very siight trace of iodin, 
whereas no iodin is found in the 
water in the rural districts of the 
country. Another factor which may 
explain the difference in the goitre 
rate in urban end rural districts in 
Wexford County is the more frequent 
cenportunity of the city dweller to 
obtain sea food which is shipped in 
to the city market. Oysters, clams, 
Iubster and all fresh sea fish contain 
food iodin; whether canned or salted 
sea fish still contain iodin is a ques- 
tion—the iodin. is readily dissolved 
out and lost in the processes of can- 
ning and salting. ; 

rofessor Hayhurst of Ohio State 
university urged that iodin should be 
incorporated in ordinary table salt 
in sufficent proportion to insure a 
suitable iodin sation to every one 
who uses salt at table or in food. The 
Michigan State Board of Health, the 
Michigan State Medical Society, the 
Wayne County Medical Society and 
the West Virginia State Board of 
Ifealth recommenced the manufacture 
of such a table salt and at least one 
Michigan concern now markets a 
table salt containing the proportion of 
sodium idodid recommended by the 
health authorities—about 0.02 per 
cent sodium iodid. 

The rapidly increasing use of such 
jiodin containing salt as table salt, 
in place of the ordinary article, is 
likely to have s more extensive pro- 
phylactie effect than is possible from 
the mass treatment with iodin or 
iodid now being used in the schools 
of some of these goitrous towns of 
the Great Lakes region. It is likely 
to prevent and cure a far greater 
number of cases of simple goitre than 
ean the practice of iodizing the city 
water supply, as in Rochester, N. Y. 
Nearly everybody uses salt, and 
sooner or later the majority of peo- 
ple who use salt, will learn of the 
availability of the iodin-containing 
salt in the market. It tastes just like 
any good salt, and it costs the same 
as other free-running salt. 

The effectiveness of a _ suitable 
indin ration in preventing goitre is 
absolutely established. The explana- 
tion for the startling prevalence of 
goitre in some regions is simply the 
lack of sufficient iodin in the food 
and drinking water. The harmless- 
ness of the very minute quantity of 
iodin required to prevent simple (and 
to cure some cases) is equally well 
established. Get your iodin. Get it 
from any good grocer now.

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Klan Was Active 
In Maytield Race 


Claims Witness 


Washington, May 28.—-A view of 


Ku Klux Klan participation in the 


last Texas senatoria! election as it 
appeared from klan headquarters was 
given to a senate committee today by 
EK. Y. Clarke, once organizer and 
chief officer of the klan, as a witness 
for George E,. B. Peddy, who is ceon- 
testing the senate seat of Earle B. 
Mayfield, democrat, Texas. Clarke 
took the stand after Mayfield had told 
his lawyers to withdraw the legal ob- 
jections they had entered to his ap- 
pearance. 

The klan had put “men, money and 
power” into the election for May- 
field, Clarke said, and, although he 
was is chief officer at the time— 
“imperial wizard pro tem,’’—he did 
not know personally, he added, of 
money actually sent. 

In his account of what the klan 
did in Texas, during 1922, Clarke 
said he, as imperial wizard, let Dr. 
H. W. Evans, the present chief of 
the order, “have a free hand.” Ex- 
penses of the organization’ were 
passed on by a finance committee, 
with which Clarke said he had ‘noth- 
ing to do, but from it he heard some 
protests about what the klan was 
spending in Texas. He did know of 
men being sent into Texas for May- 


field, he said, and testified to various 
conversations with Evans. 

Marvyfield’s counsel questioned Clarke 
sharply ae to his financial informa- 
tion, auditors’ reports on the klan’'s 
condition, and Clarke said he per- 
sonally did not know that even any 
money went into Texas. But, he 
added, the “klan is a peculiar organ- 
ization.” and its funds could not be 
easily traced by auditors.

Senator Couzens Will 


Convene Revenue Bureau, 


Committee After Politi- 
cal Conventions Meet. 


WASHINGTON, May 28.—Two 
prohibition investigations of vastly 
different character are to be conduct- 
ed this summer by committees of 
congress, 


Back from a prolonged illness Sen- 
ator Couzens, of Michigan, who start- 
ed the much debated inquiry into the 
internal revenue bureau, announced 
today he planned to ask the senate 
revenue bureau committee to convene 
again after the political convention, 
employ able counsel, and go to the 
bottom of conditions in both the in- 
come tax and prohibition units. 

Two hours earlier, the once pow- 
erful house committee on alcoholic liq- 
uorg traffic held its first meéting in 
five years and instructed a sub-com- 
mittee, on which the outspoken wet 
element will have no representation, 
to report to the next congress on a 
wide variety of prohibition topics. 

Furnish Political Fireworks. 

The senate committee voted some 
weeks ago to make Francis J. Heney 
its prosecutor, and its proceedings 
are expected by both the friends and 
enemies of the Volstead act to light 
up the political campaign with an 
unusual display of fireworks. It is 
planned to summon responsible pro- 
hibition officials and gather from 
many sources a mass of evidence re- 
lating to charges of maladministra- 
tion of the dry laws. 

On the house side the inquiry will 
be under the direction of some of the

Although the senate revenue bu- 
reau has held no meeting in several 
weeks, Senator Couzens appeared to 
take it for granted the majority of 
the members would favor his plan for 
continuing the inquiry after the po- 
litical conventions. The committtee 
chairman, Senator Watson, republic- 
an, Indiana, some time ago intro- 
duced a resolution to declare the in- 
vestigation at an end, but he decided 
not to ask for a vote on it after it 
had become apparent that a majority 
of the senate stood with Senator Cou- 
zens in his desire to press the inquiry. 

Heney’s Fee Source Doubtful. 

The Michigan senator at first 
agreed to pay’ Mr. Heney’s fee as 
prosecutor out of his own pocket, re- 
sulting in a protest by Secretary Mel- 
lon and a message of admonition 
from President Coolidge. It ig as- 
sumed he will now be employed under 
a recent senate authorization, al- 
though Mr. Couzens would not say to- 
day that the committee “should engage 
an attorney to thoroughly sift and 
analyze the testimony already pre- 
sented to the committee and to in- 
dividual members.” 

Much information has heen sent to 
him since the committee recessed, 
Serator Couzens said, but “so as to 
be fair,” le has withheld it pending 
a formal hearing. 

“It is furthest from my desire,”

Tift County Planters 


Ship Tomato, Potato 
Plants By Thousands 


Tifton, Ga., May 28.—(Special.)~ 
Tomato and potato plant shipments 
from Tift county have gotten well 
under way and are moving rapidly. 
The shipments by express from Tifton 
Monday night totaled 1.163 crates 
containing from 1,250 to 1,500 planta 
each, the total plants shipped being 
over 1,500,000. 

Last week they moved at the rate 
of 500,000 to 750,000 and with fair 
weather the shipments this week will 
run well over a million a day. A 
freeze in the middle western states 
last week killed most of ‘she plants 
that had been get out there and Iccal 
growers expect the demand to exceed 
the supply for the next two weeks.

Federal Reserve 
Board Reports 
Small Earnings 


Washington, May 28.—Federal re- 
serve board statistics, made public to- 
day, disclose that the effect of the 
downward trend of business has been 
strongly felt by the federal reserve 
banks aud that on the basis of pres- 
ent calculations, they may end this | 
year with the :vwest met earaings in 
seven years. 

The business recession, © apparent 
since the beginning of the year, con- 
tinued through April and early May 
and forced earning assets of the 
twelve reserve banks down to $795,- 
000,000 on May 21, the lowest since 
the fall of 1917. This figure com- 
pares with earning assets of §$1,- 
177,000,000 on the same. date last 
year and indicates clearly, in @be opin- 
ton of officials, that the net earnings 
vf the twelve banks will drop weil 
below the $12,711,000 figure for 1123. 

The board’s review of busiuess for 
April and May showed a further de- 
cline in factory employment and pro- 
duction of basic commodities and, 
coupled with this, a gharp decrease in 
borrowing for cotumnaselal purposes. 

Production declines wer2 especially 
large in iron, steel and cou) and in 
the woolen industry, bat mill cwon- 
sumption of evfton in April ara the 
first week or two of May showed less 
than the usual seasonal reduction. The 
reduction in factory employment was 
traced by the boar.’ mainly te cuts in 
textile and clothing establishments.

New York, May 28.—Bond prices 
drifted irregularly lower today, wita 
a nomber of railroad and industrial 
liens falling to the year’s lowest lev- 
els, although investment buying buoyed 
up the public utilities. Price flu=- 
tuations widened in contrast to the 
extremely narrow changes io siuck 
trading. 

Dissolution of the banking syzuii- 
cate which offered the new Swiss gov- 
ernment 5 1-2’s last month bruught 
heavy liquidation of these bonds and 
the price broke 3 points io 94 1-2 as 
large blocks were thrown on the mar- 
ket. The $30,000,000 issue, whicn 
was sold to provide funds for the pur- 
chase of grain in this country, was 
reported fairly well distributed~ and 
today’s movement was described as a 
natural readjustment. 

The interest of investment circles 
was monopolized by the announcement 
that bankers tomorrow would offer 
&35,000,000 Baltimore & Ohio railroaa 
6 per cent refunding and general mort: 
gage bonds, constituting the first step 
in a $140,000.000 refunding program. 
The bonds will be priced at par. The 
keen demand for issues was shown by 
the fact that $20,000,000 “Big Four” 
offering was three times over-sup- 
scribed.

New York, May 28.—Stock prices 
drifted aimlessly today as the ap- 
proach of the extended week-end hol- 
iday dulled the edge of trading. Price 
changes were narrow and unimport- 
ant, with accumulation of high-grade 
investment issues being offset by 
profit taking operations among spec- 
ulative groups. Total transactions, 
slightly exceeding 400,000 — shares, 
were the smallest of any full-day ses- 
sion this year. ; 

The tendency of professional trad- 
ers to await final disposition of the 
tax measure now before the president 
before extending their. operations was 
further in evidence today. Expansior 
of trading also was discouraged by 
reports from Washington that cer- 
tain senators would make a determin- 
ed effort to prevent adjournment of 
congress early in June. 

High-grade public utility issues 
gave the best demonstration of group 
strength. Unfavorable April earnings 
by most of the railroads diverted the 
small volume of current investment 
buying from these stocks into the bet- 
ter class of utilities, American Tele- 
phene, North American, Philadelphia 
Company and Market Street Railwav 
issues scoring moderate gains. The 


latter’s second preferred shares ad- 
vanced six points to 20 on a small 
turnover. 


The uncertain tone of the weekly 
steel trade reviews furnished little 
stimulus for buying of the © steel 
shares, most of which moved frac- 
tionally lower. While the rate of de- 
cline in production was less pro- 
nounced this week little hope was held 
out for an early change in the situa- 
tion. Gulf States Steel declined 1 1-8 
to 63 7-8 but losses in United States 
Steel, Bethlehem and Republic were 
confined to fractions. 


Failure of Pennsylvania railroad 
directors to announce any action on 


an expected offer to Norfolk & West- 
ern fog a re-lease of the road threw 
large blocks of the latter’s stock on 
the market in the final hour. From 
a high price of 126 1-4 reached early 
in the day, the shares tumbled to 122 
5-8, closing 1 3-4 points net lower on 
the day. Scattered selling of other rail 
issues was induced by the continued 
flow of poor April earnings state- 
ments, but the decline in St. Paul 
stocks was arrested, the common scor- 
ing a moderate gain. A listless trading 
session in the foreign exchanges re- 
sulted from the intermittent flow of 
an unusually small volume of orders 
into the market.

New York, May 28.—Great North- 
ern and Northern Pacific evidently 
had the same falling of in coal, lum- 


ber and miscellaneous traffie in April 
that sent St. Paul’s gross earnings 
down, causing sharp declines in the 
St. Paul bonds and stocks.

SHERIFF CHANGES 
THEORY IN DEATH 
OF. EX-GEORGIAN 


Gastonia, N. C., May 28.—Author- 
ities tonight abandoned their theory 
that shots fired from the front door of 
lis one-room cabin had killed J. H. 
Fletcher, carpenter, whose body was 
found in the cabin. six miles from 
bere Tuesday afternoon, grasping a 
pistol with three cartridges exploded. 

Sheriff Rhyne, who visited the scene 
teday for a closer examination, stated 
the load from a shotgun which killed 
the man had been fired through a hole 
in the back door of the cabin, and he

BRITISH STEAMSHIP

Norfolk, Va., May 28.—The coast 
guard cutter Manning was dispatched 
to the assistance of the British 
steamship Manchurian Prince upon 
receipt of distress calls today stating 
that she collided at sea last night 
with the American tanker Hoxbar.

Closed as Nuisance 


Under V olstead Act 


Chicago, May 28.—Despite the rul- 
ing of Federal Judge J. W. W 
rough, of Omaha, that sections ef thé 
prohibition laws permitting courts to 
padlock buildings were unconstitu- 
tional, Federal Judge Wilkerson ‘to- 
day issued a permanent order clos- 
ing the residence of John Ostrowsky, 
Wilmette, a suburb. 

Judge Wilkerson allowed Ostruw- 
sky to file a $1,000 bond and live in 
his home, with the provision that au- 
thorities be granted access to the 
house at any time to search for 
liquor. 

Ostrowsky was convicted of charges 
of possessing liquor some time oe 

“I am issuing this injunction in 
agreement with the abatement of a 


| nuisance clause in the Volstead act,” 
| Judge Wilkerson told attorneys. 


Commenting on the decision of Fed- 
eral Judge Woodrough, Judge Wil- 
kerson said: 

Injunction Only Is Effective. 

“In the Nebraska case, a midille- 
aged man and his wife had manu- 
factured and sold some wine in their 
home. The violation had ceased. 
Generally, however, where the place 1s 
a saloon or brewery equipped as such 
and circumstances show habitual vio- 
lations on the premises, the courts, 
drawing upon long experiences with 
the liquor traffic, have concurred that 
the remedy by injunction is the on!y 
effectual means of abating the nuls- 
ance. 

“The Nebraska opinion contains 
statements of arguments which have 
been made many times against the en- 
forcement of injunction provisions of 
the liquor laws. Those arguments 
were reviewed and refuted by the su- 
preme court of the United States as 
early as 1887. The jurisdiction of 
courts of equity to enjoin and abate 
nuisances without trial by jury is 
almost as ancient as the existence of 
the court and antedates the constitu- 
tion itself. The constitution adopted 
that jurisdiction as a part of our law, 
and the supreme court has so held. 
The court in 1887 said that the ju- 
risdiction if equity to abate nuisances 
is ‘a salutary jurisdiction, especially 
where a nuisance affects the health, 
morals or safety of the community.’ ”

Matrimony Laws 


Spring is evidently working its 
well-known havoc among the youth 
of a certain city in Wisconsin.

Second, he desired infor- 
mation as to whether there was a 
Georgia law requiring an_ appli- 
cant for a marriage license to re- 
side jin the state for any length of 
time. Third, and lastly, he wanted to 
know how much time must elapse, 
in Georgia, between issuance of ‘the 
license and the wedding ceremony.

Congressman W. D. Upshaw, of 
this district, is, as far as can be fig- 
ured out, the man _ who really 
can be classed as a sufferer by reason 
of the rules and regulations for the 
conduct of the state primaries this 
fall, adopted by the state democratic 
executive committee Wednesday 
morning. 

The trouble of Congressman Up- 
shaw arises from the fact that the 
committee fixed June 21 as the date 
on which the entry list of all candi- 
dates must close. 

It is known Congressman Upshaw 
has an ambition to see his name on 
the democratic national ticket, as a 
candidate for the vice presidency. If 
he fails in this ambition, however, 
he naturally would like to be re- 
elected to congress and will make the 
race to succeed himself in the fifth 
Georgia district.

It is true that when the Mellon 
bill was first attacked in congress, the 
impression was given out ‘that the 
president would not approve any bill 
which should depart seriously from 
the principles of the Mellon bill. The 
present bill does depart from the 
Mellon proposal, but the question is 
now being judged on. the basis of 
whether the new bill is not an im- 
provement on the law now in exist- 


Because of their confidence that 
Coolidge will si the new tax bill, 
the senators an members contein- 
plate their return to their districts 
with more cheerful emotions than 
they have hadeup to date. 

All the information coming from 
the country has been to the effect 
that both the house and the senate 
have been extremely unpopular and 
that all those seeking reelection this 
summer will have difficulty.
